Harding Tells Congress 
the Country Is Urgently 
Calling for Relief From 
Tax Burdens. 


Washington, July 12—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Pledges of a 
wide majority of votes to lay aside 
the soldier bonus bill were claimed 
by republican leaders and were con- 
ceded by opponents after President 
Harding in an addrese to the senate 
today had made formal request for 
temporary postponement of consid- 
eration of the ‘measure. In making 
his request, the president called at- 
tention to the conditions of the 
treasury, saying that enactment of 
the legislation at this ime would 
“greatly imperii the financlal sta- 
bility of our country.” 

Immediately after the president 
had .finished @pedking, Chairman 
Penrose, ofthe finance eommittee, 
moyed that the bill be recommit- 
ted to his committee, but demo- 
cratic opposition flared up and pre- 
vented a vote today. The motion 
Was under unlimited debate, but a 
vote tomorrow was expected, al- 
though some democratic opponents 

* said it might be delayed until

} President Harding delivered his 
hddress at 2 o'clock, before a dis- 
tinguished aufience. Reiterating 
hia recognition of the obligations 
to care for disabled and dependent 
war veterans, the president said 
“general compensation” should be 
entered upon at a time when it 
would be consistently possible. 

Warns of Disaster. 

“Overburdening of the treasury 
now means disaster in the years 
immediately before us,” the presi- 
dent declared. “Merest prudence 
calls out in warning.” 

Although the bonus bill was the 
president's major subject, he also 
urged action on tariff and tax leg- 
islation for which the extra ses- 
sion wae especially called. There 
was, he said, “confessed disappoint- 
ment that so little progress has 
been made on readjustment and re- 
duction of the war-time taxes.” He 
also urged early passage of the bill 
to organize war risk and vocational] 
training séervices aiding former 
service men. 

The president reached the senate 
just as the bonus bill was laid be- 
fore it for the day’s debate. He was 
applauded for about a minute when 
he entered the chamber and again 
when he conclud«d, but his remarks 
were not interrupted. Galleries and 
lobbies outside were crowded. In 
the executive's private gallery were 
Mrs. Harding and a party of friends 
and Brigadier Geneal Sawyer, the 
president’s personal physician. On 
the senate floor were virtually all 
senators in the city, scores of house 
members, including Representative 
Mondell, repubiican floor leader, and 
Attorney-General Daugherty, Post- 
master-General Hayes and Secreta- 
ry Davis. : 


Democrats Oppose. 

Immediately upon the president’s 
departure, Senator Penrose offered 
the republican motion for recom- 
mittal of the bill, with a promise 
of “further careful consideration.” 
Democrats rose at once in opposi- 
tion. Senator Robinson, democrat, 
Arkansas, declared the mtion meant 
“obsequies” for the bill. It would 
become “dead—for some years,” he 
‘predicted, declaring the recommit- 
tal motion was a “shield” for sena- 
tors pledged previously to support 
the measure. 

Another opponent of the Penrose 
motion, Senator Jones, democrat, 
New Mexico, speaking for two 
nours, declared the president's ac- 
tion unprecedented. No other ex- 
ecutive, he said, had ever appeared 
yefore congress to oppose legisia- 
tion but only to advocate it. 

Defense of the preisdent was 
made by Senator King, democrat. 
Utah, an opponent of the bonus 
measure, who. said the executive's 
course was “proper and courage- 
sus.”

Hangs on Report 
Of Two Alienists 


Governor T. W. Hardwick 
Decides to Appoint Lunacy 
Commission. 


Governor Thomas W. “Hardwick 
announced Tuesday he would ap- 
point a lunacy commission composed 
of two expert alienists to examine 


Jack Kelloy, condemned to execution 


Friday for the killing of LeRoy 
Trexler, Atlanta taxicab driver, near 
Griffin last Septempber, and, if nec- 
essary, would grant Kelloy a respite 
of one week in order that the exam- 
iners might have ample time to dis- 
charge their duty. The _govérnor 
made this announcement after he 
had held a three-hour hearing on 
the petition of attorneys for Kelloy 
asking that the condemned man be 
examined as to his sanity before 
he was executed. 

Attorney H. A. Allen conducted 
the case in behalf of Kelloy and 
@ereed to the course’ followed by 
the governor. He told the gover- 
nor that his sole contention has been 
that Kelloy is insane and that if he 
was examined and found to be sane 
by experts he would not oppose fur- 
ther the law taking its course. 

Says Sanity Is in Question, 

Governor Hardwick said he was 
satisfied from the evidence submit~| 
ted to him by newspaper reporters 
covering the trial and by other peo- 
ple that there is some doubt as to 


Kelloy’s sanity. 

“If Kelloy is not insane I will 
not touch his case and will let the 
law take its course. However, in 
the absence of an established mo- 
tive and in view of the statements 
made to me by newspaper reporters 
covering the trial I feel that Kel- 
loy should be examined as to his 
sanity before he is executed,” the 
governor declared, 

Affidavits to the effect that Kel- 
loy was not in his right mind, that 
he was convicted at a time when 
public sentimént was running 50 
high against him that he could not 
wet a just trial and that he should 
be examined as to his sanity before 
being executed were submitted oy 
James A. Belflower, Paul Jones, 
newspaper reporters, and C. A. Lon- 
don, Baptist minister of Griffin, An 
affidavit citing court records in At- 
lanta to show that pridr to the kill- 
ing of Trexler the wife of Keiloy 
had sought to have him placed un- 
der a peace bond on the ground that 
he was insane was also introduced.

IRISH DELEGATES 
ARRIVE IN LONDON 


Great Ovation Rendered 
to De Valera at London 
Station as He Steps 
From Train. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

London, July 12.—Eamonn De Va- 
lera, the Irish republican leader, and 
his colleagues are in London to dis- 
cuss ‘with the British government 
the troublous Irish situation. Ac- 
cording to present arrangements, 
Mr. De Valera will meet the prime 
minister in the famous cabinet room 
in Downing street at 11 o’clock 
Thursday morning. 

It is not known whether this will 
be a tete-a-tete meeting between 
the premier and the republican lead- 
er, but it is believed that Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, chief secretary for Ire- 
land; A. J, Balfour, lord president 
of the council; Lord Birkenhead, 
lord high chancellor, and possibly 
General Smuts, the South African 


premier, will be on hand to join in 
the conference, Sir James Craig, 
the Ulster premier, who is in Bel- 
fast, will return to London Wed- 
nesday and aiso will be available if 
his presence is needed. 

Mr, De Valera and his party re- 
ceived a boisterous welcome on 
their arrival in London this eve- 
ning. They were offered govern- 
ment hospitality during their stay, 
but elected to preserve their inde- 
pendence and accept the good offices 
of their own friends for their en- 
tertainment. The members of the 
Irish party are stopping at a hotel 
uckingham 
palace. 

In a message issued to the Eng- 
lish people, Mr. De Valera says: 

“There ig no reason why the peo- 
ple of these two islands should con- 
tinue at enmity. It is simply @ 
quegtion of whom ty ey justice as @ 
necessary foundation for peace.” 

Mr. De Valera presided at a pri- 
vate meeting of his friends tonight 
to discusg plans, but it is believed 
that thus far nothing very definite 
has been decided upon by either side 
regarding procedure.

Ignoring the nominations of Chief 
J. L, Beavers until the names of 
fourteen eligible officers placed in 
nomination by the chief had been 
voted down, the police board Tues- 
day night elected PB. BP. Calloway, 
the fifteenth nominee, to the posi- 
tion of police sergeant vacated 
when Sergeant B. J. Sells tendered 
his resignation to accept a cap- 
taincy in the army. 

The first officer nominated by 
Chief Beavers for the vacancy was 
Officer L. F. (“Nick”) Carter, who 
has served as acting sergeant for 
several months. At previous meet- 
tings of the board objection had 
been raised to Carter being given 
the job permanently because he 
had at one time been discharged 
from the department on a liquor 
charge, He was afterwards rein- 
Stated on recommendation of his 
superior officers, but was never ac- 
quitted of the charge. 

Carter Loses Place. 

The vote on the nomination of 
Carter was six against and four for 
him. The vote stood as follows: 
For, Commissioners Stardley and 
Sheffield, Mayor Key and Chairman 
Vaughan; against, Commissionerée 
Aiken, Barrett, Inman, King; Har- 
per and Johnson. Commissioners 
Freeman, Wardlaw and McClelland 
were absence. 

The line-up of the board on each 
succeeding ballot was practically 
unchanged. A separate vote was 
taken on each nominee, and practi- 
cally every time the court was four 
ayes and six nayes, until Calloway 
was nominated.

Changes Will Be Urged 


in Bill to Correct 
Alleged Inconsistencies 
and Discriminations. 


A measure of statewide impor- 
tance, especially to the smaller cit- 
les.of Georgia, will be introduced 
in the house today by Representa- 
tive A. P. Brantley, of Pierce coun- 
ty, when he presents a resolution 
requesting the railroad commission 
to revise the freight rate struc- 
ture of the state so as to equalize 
the charges between the different 
points and not discriminate against 
the certain communities, 

The resolution sets forth that 
in 1918, the director general of all 
railroads increased Georgia freight 
rates 25 per cent and the state com- 
mission changed its revision of sev- 
eral months. previous. 
interstate commerce commission in 
1920 added another increase of 
25 per cent, a great discrimination 
was brought against the small Geor- 
gia cities, it is aserted. 

Asks Immediate action. 

Since the railroad commission 
has made no. attempt to correct 
these discriminations as between 
the small and large cities, or be- 
tween “the inequalities for single 
line and joint line haul movement 
the resolution asks that immediate 
action be taken toward correcting 
the existing situation. The meas- 
ur. probabiy will come for con- 
sideration Thursday morning. 

Should these changes be reéc- 
ommended by the general assembly 
and authorized by the commission. 
the roads of the state will not suf- 
fer from a decrease in their revenue, 
but inequalities between different 
points within the State will be re- 
moved, declared Mr. Brantley dlis- 
cussing the resolution. ;

Washington, July 12.—Previ- 
ous attempts at disarmament 
have been futile. 

The first, made by the British 
government of Gladstone in 1879, 
was followed shortly afterward 
by the outbreak of the Franco- 
Prussian war. The British am- 
bassador in Paris induced Na- 
poleon III to support England in 
her plea to Prussia, but the over- 
tures were spurned by Bismarck. 

Another attempt was made in 
1898 by the Hague court, estab- 
lishment of which followed a re- 
script from the * late Czar 
Nicholas II of Russia. Not only 
did the Hague fail to achieve 
armament limitation, but its 
rules against the use of gas and 
other forms of frightfulness 
went by the boardé in. the’ late 
world war. |

the pending unfinished business hbe- 
fore the senate and it is an imper- 
ative duty to convey to you the 
probable effect of the passage at 
this time of the proposed act, pro- 
viding for adjusted compensation 
to our service men in the world war, 
If this measure could be made ef- 
fective at the present time with- 
out disaster to the nation’s finances 
and without hindrance to impera- 
tive readjustment of our taxes 
it would be an entirely different 
question than that which is before 
you. In a personal as wel] as a 
public manner, which ought to be a 
Plight of good faith, I have com- 
mended the policy of generous treat- 
ment of the nation’s defenders, not 
as a part of any contract. not as 
the payment of a debt which is ow- 
ing, but as a mark of the nation’s 
gratitude. Every obligation is to 
be the disabled and dependent. In 
such reference as has been made to 
general compensation there has been 
a reservation as to the earliest con- 
sistent time for such action if it is 
taken. Even without such reserva- 
tion, however, a modified view 
would be wholly justifiable at the 
present moment, because the enact- 
ment of the compensation bill in the 
midst of the struggle for readjust< 
ment and restoration would hinder 
every effort and greatly imperil the 
financial stability of our country. 
More, this menacing effort to ex- 
pend billions in gratuities will im- 
peril our capacity to discharge our 
first obligations to those we must 
not fail to aid. 

Iam addressing the senate directly 
because the problem is immediately 
yours, as your unfinished business, 
but the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment owes it to both houses of 
congress and to the country frank- 
ly to state the difficulties we daily 
are called upon to meet, and the 
sdded peril this measure would 
bring.

Our land has its share of the 
depression of the world.

Our one 
thought then was the winning of 
the war, and the survival-of the na- 
Ehinee We borrowed and loaned— 
individuals of the nation and the 
government to other. governments, 
and to those who gerved the nation.

In the 
sober aftermath we face the order 
of reason rather than act amid the 
passions of war, and.our own land 
and the world are facing problems 
never solved before. There can 
be no solution unless we.face the 
grim truths and seek to.solve them 
in resolute devotion to duty.

No government fiat 
will pay our bills. The exchanges 
of the world testify today to that 
erroneous theory. We may rely on 
the sacrifices of patriotism in war, 
but today we face markets and the 
effects of supply and demand, and 
the inexorable laws of credits in 
time of peace. 

At the very moment we are 
obliged to pay 5% peg cent inter- 
est for government shoft-time loans 
to care for our floating indebted- 
ness, a rate On government bor- 
rowing, in. spite of tax exemption, 
which ought to prevail Mm private 
transacticns for the normal inter- 
est charges in financing our ‘indus- 
try and commerce. Definite obli- 
gations amounting to seven and a 
half billions in war savings cer- 
tificates, victory bonds and certifi- 
cates covering floating indebted- 
ness are to mature in the two years 
immediately following and the over- 
burdening of the treasury now 
means positive disaster in the years 
immediately before us. Merest pru- 
dence calls out in warhing. 

Our greatest necessity is a return 
to the normal ways of pé@ace ac- 
tivities. A modest offering to the 
millions of service men is a* poor 
palllative to more millions who may 
be out of employment. Stabilized 
finance and well-established confi- 
dence are both essential to restored 
industry and commerce. 

, Slump Inevitable. 


The slump which is now upon Us 
is an inevitable part of ware aft- 
ermath. It has followed in the 
wake of war since the world began. 
There was the unavoidable read- 
justment, the inevitable charge-off, 
the unfailing attendances of losses 
in the wake of high prices, the in- 
exorable deflation which inflation 
had preceded. It has been wholly 
proper to seek to apply government 
relief to minimize the hardships and 
the government has aided wherever 
poesible and is aiding now, but all 
the special acts ever dreamed of, 
all the particular favors ever con- 
ceived, will not avoid all the dis- 
tresses nor ward off all the losses. 
The proper mental] state of our peo- 
ple will commit us resolutely and 
eonfidently to our tasks and defi- 
nite agesurances as to taxation and 
A ont will contribute to that 
helpful mental ordér. The only sure 
way to normalcy is over the paths 
nature has marked throughout all 
human expérience. 

With the approval of congress the 
executive branch of government has 
been driving toward that decreased 
expenditure which is the most prac- 
tical assurance of diminished taxa- 
tion. With enthusiastic resolution 
your administrative agents are 
making not only conscientious ef- 
fort to reduce the call for appro- 
priations, but. to reduce the cost of 
government far below the appropria- 
tions you have already provided. It 
is easy to believe that the only 
way to diminish the burdens whith 
the people must pay is to cut the 
outlay in which public morftys are 
ex pended. ar is not’ wholly -re- 
sponsible for staggering costs;. it 
has. merely accentuated the menace 
which lies in mounting cost of gov- 
ernment and excesses in expenditure 
which a successful private business 
would not. tolefate. 

I can make you no definite prom- 
dse in figures today, but I can 
pledge you. a most conscientious 
drive to reduce government cost by 
many millions. It would be most 
discouraging to those who are ben4d- 
ing their energies to save millions 
to have congrese add billions to otr 
burdens at the very beginning. 


Might Paralyze Treasury. 


Even wére there not the threat- 
ened paralysis of our treasury, with/ 
its fatal reflexes on all our activi- 
tiés which concern our prosperity, 
would it not be better to await the 
settlement of our foreign loans? At 
such a time it would a bestowal 
on the part of our government when 
it is able to bestow. , 

The United States participates in 
none of the distributionable awards 
of war, but the world owes us heav- 
ily and will pay when restoration 
is wrought. If the restoration fails 
world bankruptcy attends. I be- 
lieve the world restoration is pos- 
Bible, but only with honest, dili- 
gent work in productivity on the 
one hand, and honest and diligent 
opposition to needless public ex- 
penditure on the other. 

If the suggested recommitment 
of this measure bore the merest 
suggestion of neglect or a hint of 
national ingratitude I would not 
urge it. It has: been my privilege 
to speak to congress on our obli- 
gations to the disabled and depend- 
ent soldiers and the government's 
deep desire to prove its concern for 
their welfare. I should be ashamed 
of the republic if it failed in its 
duty to them. Neither armistice 
nor permanent peace puts an end 
to the obligations of government to 
its defenders or the obligations of 
citizens to the government. Mind- 
ful of thege things the administra- 
tive branch of thé government has 
not only spoken, it has acted and 
has accomplished. ) 


Some Things Done. 


In view of some of the things 
which have been said, and very 
carelessly said, perhaps I ought ‘to 
report officially some of the things 
which have been done. In the de- 
partment of war risk insurance 
there have been filed up to July 
7, 1921, compensation and insur- 
ance claims numbering 913,442. Of 
these, 747,786 have been adjudicat- 
ed at an expenditure of $471,946,762.

You are al- 
ready aware of the progress made 
toward the construction of addi- 
tional government hospitals, not be- 
cause we are not meeting all de- 
mands, but to better meet them and 
the better to specialize in the treat- 
ment of those who come under our 
care. 

There has been pald out in allot- 
ment and allowances the sum of 
$578,465,658, and nearly four billion 
doilars of government insurance is 
in force. 


Veecational 


In vocational training and reha- 
bilitation of disabled soldiers re 
have been enrolled to date 107,824 


men. Today there are 75,812 men 
who are training with pay. at the 
maximum cost of $160 per month: 
8,208 training without pay but at a 
tuition and supply outlay of $35 
per month. Four thousand disabled 
mer have completed their training 
and have been returned tm gainful 
employment. These earned an ayv- 
erage of $1,061 per year before en-

er will shirk, I would be remiss in 
my duty if I. failed to ask congress 
to pause at this particular time, 
rather than break down our treas- 


ury from which so much is later on 


to be expected. The defenders of 
the republic amid the perils of war 
would be the last of our citizenship 
to wish its stability menaced by 
an individual pittance of peace. 

I know the feelings of my Own 
breast, and that of yours and the 
grateful people of this republic. But 
no thoughtful person, 
with all the facts, is ready for add- 
ed compensation for the healthful, 
self-reliant masses of our great ar- 
mies at the cost of a treasury 
break-down which will bring. its 
hardships to all the citizens of the 
republic. Its enactment now in all 
probability would so add to our in- 
terest rates that the added interest 
chatge on new and refunded in- 
debtedness may alone exceed the 
sum it is proposed to bestow, When 
congress was called in extraordi- 
nary session I called your attention 
to the urgent measures which I 
thought demanded your considera- 
tion. You promptly provided the 
emergency tariff, and good progress 
has been made toward the much- 
needed and more deliberate re- 
vision of our tariff schedules. There 


is confessed disappointment that so| 


little progress has been made in 
the readjustment and reduction of 
the war-time taxes. I believe you 
share with me the earnest wish 
for early accomplishment. 

It is not expected that congress 
will sit and ignore other problems 
of legislation. There are often ur- 
gent probléms which must enlist 
your attention. I have not come to 
speak of them, thought the reor- 
ganization of the war risk and vo- 
cational training, now pending, 
would hasten the e ient discharge 
of our willing obligations to the 
disabled soldiers. 

But I want to emphasize the sug- 
gestion that the accomplishment of. 
the major tasks for which you were 
asked to sit in extraordinary ses- 
sion will have a reassuring effect 
on the entire country and speed our 
resumption of normal activities and 
relations which tend to make a 
prosperous and happy people. 


AIR BOMB TESTS 
ON SHIPS AT SEA 


Continued From First Page 
Hampton Roads and Yorktown, will 
leave their bases as if in quest of 
a re&il enemy at a time which is 
calculated to bring them to the 
scene of the bombing at 9 o'clock. 

On July 15 two more ex-Ger- 
man vessels, the S-132 and the V-43, 


will*be attacked in similar manner|/ 


and an attempt will be made to de- 
stroy and sink them in not less 
than fifty fathoms of water. Should 
the planes be unable to sink the 
destroyers by bombing then the 


Atlantic fieet will have the oppor- 
tunity of uSing gunfire on them, 
first sending the destroyer flotilia 
against them at a range of 5,000 
yards in battle formation, and later, 
if necessary, using secondary bat- 
teries from dreadnaughts at a range 
of two miles. 

The navy’s official board of ob- 
servers has been increased to nine 
members and following the conclu- 
sion of the tests on July 20 this 
board will render an exhaustive of- 
ficial report on the effectiveness of 
bombing from airplanes upon de- 
stroyers, fleet cruisers and heavily 
armed battleships, the last type be- 
ing represented is the ex-German 
battleship Ostfriesland, which will 
be destroyed on July 20. This re- 
port will not only go into the actual 
result of these tests insofar as the 
bombing is concerned, but will cover 
the entire field of problems arising 
from the experiment. 

In Constant Touch. 

A radio compass has been Iinstall- 
ed on board the Henderson which 
will keep the observers in constant 
touch with the airplanes and the 
target ship, even though the fog is 
so heavy that they cannot be seen 
as was the case last week when the 
old Iowa was bombed with dummy 
bombs. The installation of this in- 
strument has just been completed 
under the supervision of Command- 
er Hooper. There will also be pro- 
vided an extra radio receiving field 
which will be arranged so as to “lis- 
ten in” to all radio messages from 
any of the pJanes to each other or 
to their “mother” ship, the Schaw- 
mut.-In this way the official ob- 
servers can immedigtely follow the 
progress of the operations and in- 
cidentally should any of the planes 
have to descend to the water ‘the 
Henderson can locate them and pro- 
ceed to their rescue.

The shippers Wednesday will pre- 
sent to the railroad men a rate 
scale which they wilt offer as a sub- 
stitute to that suggeeted by the 
raiJroads and to which the ship 
pers offered the strenuous objec- 
tion that almost resulted in aban- 
donment of the present proceedings 
without decision. 

Railroad Proposition. 

The railroad interests Monday 
morning praposed a rate readjusét- 
ment schedule from’ surroundin 
territory into the southeast. B. M. 
Goodwyn, chairman of, the fourth 
section committee, stated that this 
was being presented independently 
and without regard to the proposi- 
tion of compliance with L and 8. 
docket No. 1261, recently handed 
down by the interstate commerce 
commission, making certain réecom- 
mendationg as to rate ecales in the 
southeast. 

In presenting it, he said:, 

“We are not prepared at this 
time to discuss with you compli- 
ance with I. and S. docket, No. 1261. 
We hold that that cocket applies on 
northbound rates only and should 
not be taken into consideration in 
fixing rates into southeastern terri- 
tory, and that the interstate com- 
merce commission did not intend 
for I. and 8. docket, No. 1261, to be 
used as a basis for southbound 
rates. We have prepared out pres- 
ent rate measures without consid- 
eration for compliance with docket, 
No. 1261.” 

Suggests Second Meeting. 

When the differences arose among 
the members of the conference, as 
to the attitude of the parties on 
the proposed adjustments, Mr. 
Goodwyn suggested that all dis- 
cussion be stopped and that tne 
parties meet again In Washington 
July 26 to discuss the situation fur- 
ther. 

A resolution was introduced at the 
opening of the session by the ship- 
pers demanding compliance with I 
and 8. docket, No. 1261, and many 
of the shippers Tué@sday expresse 
themselves as surprised at the rail- 
roads’ suggestion that this docu- 
ment be not wholly complied with 
in the decigions of the conference. 
In replying to these opinions, the 
chiarman further said: 

“We find that the bud of hope 
with which we came into this con- 
ference has failed to blossom and 
that we are irreconcilable as to our 
differences. The rate situation in 
the south cannot be definitely con- 
tinued. With all our Imitations, 
which have prevented us from giv- 
ing the kind of service in the past 
that the public fs entitled to, I gay, 
with all these limitations, we have 
presented you with a rate structure 
which we hoped would be accepta- 
ble and which we felt sure would 
at least be debatable, but you tell 
us now that you cannot even dis- 
cuss a rate structure which is not 
in compliance with I. and S. docket, 
No. 1261. 


“From this I should say tHat our 
conference is a flat failure thus far. 
There are only two things for us 
to do—we must either go ahead 
with the rate structure we have 
presented here, abandon our puwhblic 
hearing, expect no assistance from 
the public, and rely upon the in- 
terstate commerce commission for 
its acceptance or refusal: or we 
must let the present chaotic rate 
condition of the south etand as it is. 

Get No Assistance. 


“T must say that we have met 
with no assistance from you gen- 
tlemen, and you assume great re- 
sponsibilities In deciding not to dis- 
cuss our proposal at all. We must 
return to the old system of count- 
less litigation and dispute—of ship- 
ping points quarreling with ship- 


‘ping points—and commdtnity versus 
community. 


“We are now casting about in a 


‘forlorn hope that system and order

will be produced out of chaos.” 
W. H. Chandler, president of the 
League 


of Chicago, representing large ship- 


ning interests. immediately took I!s- 
sue with Mr. Goodwyn in this wisc: 

“Mr. Chairman,” he said, “I am 
very much surprised that the car- 
riers should attempt to lay upon 
he shippers any responsibility for 
ailure to agree on a proposition 
which admittedly is not tn compli- 
ance with the rulings of the inter- 


, state commerce commission.” 


After a short exchange of argn- 
ment from both sides, it was agreed 
to continue with the discussion. 


MURDER IS CHARGED | 
IN FATAL SHOOTING 


Athens, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)— 
Claud Pierce, of Danielsville, was 
this afternoon shot and killed by 
Henry Wood, of the same place fol- 
lowing. it is alleged, a long exist- 
ing family row. Wood had eworn 
out @ peace Warrant against Pierce, 
but following Pierce's release by 
the Danielsville justice, he {[s al- 
legwed to have killed the man. Wood 
has been placed tn Madison county 
jail charged with murder. He claims 
that he shot Pierce ia self-defense. 
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and Mmitation of armagent as num- 
bers. one and two on the agenda, 
it ig the belief that discussion may 
well broaden out to clear up many 
problems perplexing the world. In 
view of this likelihood administra- 
tion spokesmen see the possibility 
of a new association of nations— 
and, admittedly, they would wel- 
coma such a development. 
Aasembly May Result. 

An international assembly might 
develop, it is said. out of machin- 
ery established for keeping a check 
on international armament. Once 
created, this assembly would meet 
at stated intervals and internation- 
al exchange of views on problems 

onfronting the world would be 
added to reports of armament. Cou- 
ple with this assembly an interna- 
tional court along the lines of the 
present court established under the 
league of nations and the result 
is an organization much as Har- 
ding has contemplated from the 
first. 

It would eliminate the “supergov- 
ernment” alleged to control indi- 
vidual nations under the present 
league. And without binding 
Pledges to use force it would be 
expected to meet with the approval 
of the so-caliea irreconcilable ele- 
ment in the senate. 

Meantime, Japafi still continues to 
be the enigma in the situation 
growing out of the proposed confer- 
ence. France is the first nation in 
with a formal acceptance of Hard- 
ing’s suggestion. The note from 
the French government transmitted 
through the American embassy at 
Paris, declared, without qualifica- 
tion, the pleasure of France in ac- 
cepting. England's acceptance was 
known in advance of the “informal 
but direct” notes sent out last Sat- 
urday night by Secretary Hughes 
and only the formality of sending 
an official note remains with the 
British government. Chinese accept- 
nace, it was stated authoritatively, 
“is a foregone conclusion.” and 
there is no doubt as to Italy’s in- 
tention. 

Japan is Silent. 


Nothing, however. has been heard 


from Japan, either formally or in- 
formally, it is stated. And there is 
reason to believe that Japan never 
communicated a response, so far as 
this government is concerned, even 
of the informal “feelers” sent out 
on the subject weeks ago. It is the 
belief here, however, that Japan will 
“come in” rather than be held up 
to the world, like Germany was at 
the Hague, as the obstacle to arma- 
ment limitation and world peace. 
Until Japan is heard from there 
can. of course, be no definite action 
toward working out details of the 
conference. There are many rami- 
fications, particularly as regards 
the agenda or program of discus- 
sion, and an interesting phase of the 
situation is the fact that the gov- 
ernment’s course toward the Philip- 
pines, now seeking independence, 
may be determined by what solution 
if any, is made of Far Eastern prob- 


r lems. 


It is held likely that, In view of 
events both at home and abroad, 
the conference would not get unde- 
way before November. “Armistice 
day” is rather favored by President 
Harding as an especially fitting 
to convene the 
gathering.

President Harding believes 
che date would be peculiarly ap- 
propriate for opening the pro- 
posed conference, the aim of 
which is to lay .foundations fof 
lessening likelihood of another 
such cataclysm as the world 
war. 

The date would allow ample 
time for working out the count- 
less details involved in the pre- 
liminaries of the conference— 
and in addition November pro- 
vides Washington's most favora- 
ble weather. 


significant portion in Premier 
Briand’s felicitous announcement to 
the chamber of deputies of his ac- 
ceptance of President °- Harding's 
proposal for the disarmament con- 
ference at Washington, It was 
where he said: “France will go to 
the conference without mental res- 
ervations or ulterior motives, at the 
same time safeguarding, it ts well 
understood, our own national secu- 
rity.” 

The real meaning. back of this 
declaration is that-France, through 
the fortunate opening offered by 
the Harding suggestion, hopes to 
reopen at the Washington confer- 
ence the question of the Anglo- 
French-American alliance, the non- 
ratification or which by the United 
States senate has never been fully 
understood in «<s country.” 

It is probabdie ‘nat the French 
spokesman at that conference will 
sav something like this: 

“We are perfectly willing to con- 
sider disarmament as it would af- 
fect our land military establish- 
ment, provided the United States 
and Great Britain reaffirm § their 
pledges to help us in the event of 
new German aggression.” 

France actually desires something 
resembling a military entente with 
which to threaten an unrepentant 
Germany, and hopes that the com- 
ing conference will depart from its 
ostensible basis of discussing dis- 
armament, to envisage all problems 
now troubling world peace—partic- 
ularly her own position as a watch 
dog over Germany. She sees an op- 
portunity of bettering her. position 
which the refusal of the United 
States either to ratify the league 
eovenant or the triple alliance. the 
refusal of Great Britain to ratify 
that alliance, and the subsequent 
estrangement between Great Brit- 
ain and France over the reparations 
issue, have rendered none too se- 
cur. 

From the political standpoint the 
events of the last two davs have 
strengthened the little Rreton’s 
hold on the premiership, giving him 
a new lease of life when it anpeared 
that he might be slipping. His dec- 
laration to the chamber was re- 
ceived with ringing applause and 
cheers.

EFFORT TO ENJOIN 
EAST POINT PAVING 


MADE BY CITIZENS. 


Judge W. D. Ellis, of the Fulton 
superior court, Tuesday heard evi- 
dence submitted by citizens of East 
Point who gought to enjoin the 
city of East Point from continu- 
ing work on a paving project on 
Chattahoochee avenue involving 
about $10,000. The constitutionali- 
ty of the city charter of East Point 
was attacked during the proceed- 
ings.

W. Hager represented the pe- 
titioners, while the city was rep- 
resented by Guy Parker, attorney 
for the city of East Point. The 
mayor and other city officials were 
named as defendants in the suit 
and also contractors having charge 
of the paving work. 


PRESIDENT SIGNS 
NAVY MONEY BILL 
OF $410,000,000.00 


Washington, July 12.—The annual 
naval appropriations bill was sign- 
ed late today by President Harding. 

The bill carried approximately 
$41,000,000 and itg signing ended 
the technical lapse of navy funds 
which had existed since July 1 when 
the fiscal year begun. Under a 
resolution which accompanied the 
bill to the white house the appro- 
priations were made retroactive to 
July 1, to cover up any technical 
deficits because of the lapse. 

Enactment of the bill was agreed 
upon after the senate had abandon- 
ed its fight for amendments author- 
izing the construction of new air- 
plane carriers and Pacific coast 
naval stations. As finally accepted 
it carries the Borah amendment 
“authoriziryeand requesting’ the 
president to call a three-power 
naval disarmament conference.

LAW FAGING Fail 


Abolition Favored in Re- 
port Made by Commit- 
tee—Ask Examination of 
Chiropractors. _ 


Spirited debate on the resolution 
of Senator Brown of the 50th eall- 
ing for an investigation of the of- 
fice of the state cOmmissioner of 
agriculture, finally ending in the 
measure being committed -to the 
agricultural committee, and an aft- 
ernoon in which many bills were 
acted on by the various committees 
featured the work of Tuesday in 
the senate. 

The bill providing for a _ state 
board of examiners for @he chiro- 
practic profession and the licensing 
of all persons practicing chiroprac- 
tics in the state received a favor- 
able report from the general judici- 
ary committee number 2 Tuesday 
afternoon. The measure was in- 
troduced in the senate by Senator 
Wohlwender of the 24th who has 
been endeavoring to secure its pass- 
age in the legislature for several 
years. He led the fight for it be- 
fore the committee. Representatives 
of various associations of the med- 
ical profession appeared to fight the 
measure. 

Fight Tax Equalization. 

The same committee also report- 
ed favorably upon the bill by Sen- 
ators Womble of the 25th and Johns 
of the 27th calling for the abolish- 
ment of the present tax equaliza- 
tion system providing for thé re- 
turn and assessment of property 
for taxation. Although the com- 
mittee sent the bill back to the sen- 
ate with a favorable report by a 
vote of 5 to 4 several members who 
voted for the bill stated that they 
did so simply to get the measure 
before the senate and would proba- 
bly oppose it at that time. Senator 
Womble strongly urges the passa 
of the measure stating that t 
present system of tax equalization 
is useless and involves an annual 
expense for the state of around 
$400,000. ; 

The general judiciary committee 
number 1 gave the bill by Senator 
Fleming of the 10th. providing for 
hotel keepers a lein on baggage left 
in the hotel. an unfavorable report. 
The measure wave hotel keepers the 
right to sell baggage after being 
left at the hotel thirtv days. Mem- 
bers expressed themselves as be- 
lievine the measure to be too 
drastic. : : 

A large gathering is expected at 
the meeting before the committee 
on public property on Friday after- 
noon when the bil) providing for 
the sale of the governor’s mansion 
on Peachtree street and the pur- 
chase of a new mansion, comes up 
for discysgion. Senator Pat Haral- 
son of -€he 40th. the author of the 
measure and chairman of the com- 
mittee, stated that he is expect- 
ing a big delegation of Macon men 
favoring capitol removal to appear 
to oppose the purchase of a new 
mansion. The measure is consid- 
ered to vitallv affect the status of 
the canitol removal movement. 

On Wednesdav afternoon the com- 
mittee on privilewes and elections 
will meet at 2 o’clock in the senate 
chamber to take up the bill of Sen- 
ator Boykin of the 29th providing 
for the removal of. civil disabili- 
ties of women. It is expected that 


‘a large number of women will ap- 


pear in the interest of the measure. 
Charcen of Incompetenry. 

After an hour or more of discus- 
sion replete with charges of incom- 
petency, the senate Tuesday refer- 
ed the resolution of Senator Brown, 
of the 50th. calline for an investi- 
eation of the office of the state 
commissioner of acriculture. back 
to the committee of agriculture. A 
substitute introduced by Senator 
Collum, of the ,13th, also went to 
the agricultural committee. 

The resolution came up for pas- 
sage and precipitated a debate. A 
direct attack was not made upon 
the measure but upon the fact that 
the probe called for would probably 
be an expense to the state. In order 
to cut this expense down as low as 
possible, a Substitute was intro- 
duced by Senator Collum’ which 
provides that the investigating com- 
mittee shall be composed of three 
members of the senate and four of 
the house. His substitute also call- 
ed for an investigation of the en- 
tire agricultural department of the 
state including the State College of 
Agriculture. 

Senator Brown, In urging the pas- 
sage of the resolution, declared that 
he wags in possession of evidence 
which would prove that the agricul- 
tural commissioner has not been 
conducting his state affairs as he 
should. He urged the senate not to 
refer the measure to the agricultural 
committee, stating that it could not 
be given the attention there that 
it would get by being plared in the 
hands of a special committee. 


Political Machine. 


He further charged that Commis- 
sioner J. J. Brown has built up a 
powerful political machine in both 
the house and senate which will 
hinder a probe. 

Senator Jackson, of the 21st, urg- 
ed Senator Brown to bring his 
charges before the entire senate, 
but the latter objected on the 
ground that they would end there, 
as the senate as a whole could not 
conduct a detailed probe. 

The bill passed Monday requiring 
all women voters to pay a poll tax 
of $1 was reconsidered by a vote of 
21 to 18. Those urging reconsider- 
ation pointed out the fact that all 
bills raising revenue have to origi- 
nate in the house and that, as the 


| measure raised revenue, the senate 


was unjustified in its action of 
passing it before the house had act- 
ed on it. 

Sent to Committce. 

After the action of the senate ifn 
passing the bill was reconsidered, it 
was recommitted to the committee 
on general judiciary. 

A’ bill by Senator Golucke, of the 
19th, allowing only persons in mili- 
tary and police service to carry side 
arms was tabled upon the motion 
of the author. He explained that it 
should be tabled in order to allow 
time for members of the senate to 
study its provisions. 

A resolution was introduced by 
six senators inviting A. A. Elmore, 
director of organization of the Geor- 
gia Cotton Growers’ association, to 
address the senate Fridav on co-op- 
erative marketing on the Califor- 
nia plan. 


AVIATOR HAWKER 
FAMOUS AIR MAN, 
KILLED TUESDAY 


London, July 12.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—Harry G.. Hawker, 
the famous aviator, was killed on 
the Hendon flying field today. His 
machine urst into flames as it 
alighted on ‘the field. ‘ 


Hawker made the start of a 
memorable air weoyage across the 
Atlantic from St. Johns, Newfound- 
land, May 1S, 1919. He was ac- 
companied by Lieutenant Com- 
mander MacKenzie Grieve, as navi- 
gator. The intrepid voyagers were 
missing for eix days and were vir- 
tually given up for lost, when word 
wae flashed that the Httle Danish 
steamer Mary, bound from New Or- 
leans and Norfolk for a Danish 
port, had serengy up the wayfarers. 
They had been forced to alight on 
the water about 1.050 miles out from 
Newfoundland and 850 fram the Irish 
coast. - 

News of the rescue stirred all 
England and the people of other 
countries as well, and on hig re-

Catherine Kaber 
Is Insane, Says 


Her Aged Father 


Cleveland, July 12.—Mrs. Cather- 
ine Eva Kaber wil take the stand 
in her own defense tomorrow and 
will bare her life with her murdered 
husband, Daniel E. Kaber, wealthy 
Lakewood, Ohio, publisher. accord- 
ing to announcement late today by 
the widow’s attorneys. 

Upon her testimony will be based 
the hypothetjceal question to be 
asked ali 8 who are to testify 
to the miental condition of the de- 


fendant, whom the defense claims is 
insane, 

Mrs. Kaber’s father, sister and 
uncle today testified that she is in- 


Sane. All three testified that Mrs. 
Kaber showed strange tendencies 
and temperament since childhood. 
They cited instances in which Mr¢. 
Kaber chafed under parental con- 
straint as showing symptoms of in- 
sanity. 
Woman Sobs in Court. 


The accused woman sobbed hys- 
terically as Mrs. McGinniss, her sis- 
ter, described their childhood life 
together. 

When asked directly what she 
believed Mrs. Kaber’s mental con- 
dition, Mrs. McGinniss replied: 

“She’s insane.” 

Mrs. Kaber broke into tears when 
John A. Brickel, her 73-year-old 
father, was called to the stand, The 
old man seemed almost ready to 
join his daughter in sobbing. 

He said his daughter showed 
Strange traits and that she threat- 
ened to kill herself. He was asked, 
when he said Mrs. Kaber left home 
frequently before marriage: 

“Did you let her go?” 

“Yes; we considered it good rid- 
dance of bad rubbish,” he replied. 

Brickel was asked whether he be- 
lieved his daughter sane or insane 
at the time of Kaber’s murder. 

“She was insane, the old man an- 
swered., 


Blow to Defense. 


This followed a blow to the de- 
fense when Roy Daniels, the under- 
taker who prepared Kaber’s body 
for burial, said he did’ not know 
whether arsenic was contained in 
the hardening powder used in the 
embalming process. 

The defense has contended that 
the embalming powder explained 
the presence of arsentec tn Kaber’s 
stomach. The prosecution charges 
that Mrs. Kaber fed arsenic to Ka- 
ber before the murder and while he 
lay ill in bed. 

One witness, Dr. Spenzer, a med- 
ical chemist, already has testified 
for the state that sufficient arsenic 
to kill 20 men was contained in Ka- 
ber’s stomach.

But as to stamping out inherited 
diseases, immorality and social per- 
versions from dependent and 
friendless children; in the uplift of 
the unfortunates jin private institu- 
tions, and the betterment of en- 
vironments and the advancement of 
ideals; in the correction of unsan- 
itary and depressing conditions in 
corrective institutions; in the ele- 
vation of living standards, and the 
inspirations of higher and brighter

The department of public welfare 
has just completed its first twelve 
months of service. During that time, 
it has become the state’s official 
consulting agency to assist and co- 
operate. with county officiais, jail- 
ers, juvenile judges and probation 
officers, superintendents of chi)- 
dren's institutions, almshouses, etc. 

It is the “Dun and Bradstreet” 
for charitable contributors who 
want to know that their money is 
being properly expended. 

On the negative side, the depart- 
ment has justified its existence by 
having closed up one institution 
conducted merely for the benefit of 
the promoter and his family, has 
been instrumental in closing two 
others that were not filling a real 
need in the community, and has re- 
moved two superintendents for im- 
moral practices. 

Its campaign to make the juvenile 
court law effective in the counties 
has resulted in the establishment 
of 77 juvenile courts where only 
eight existed before, 

The bill creating the state depart- 
ment of public welfare was passed 
by the 1919 legislature after the 
general appropriation bill for 1920 
and 1921 has passed the house and 
for this reason it had to carry its 
own maintenance appropriation. 

The appropriating clause, through 
error, did not carry the work “an- 
nually” and this omission left the 
department without any matinte- 
nance fund for 1921. This put the 
department in the position of having 
to come before the legislature last 
vear and a for the $15,000 for the 
year 1921. This was in no way an 
increase, being only a request for 
the same amount for 1921 as was 
originally appropriated for 1929. 

However, this was not elearly un- 
derstood by all members of the leg- 
islature, many of whom thought it 
was asking for an increased appro- 
priation, and during the last days 
of the 1920 legislature, the bill was 
called up in the house, and lacked 
seven of the necessary votes for 
passage. f 

Many public-spirited citizens who 
felt that the work had to go on un- 
til this year’s legislature could rec- 
tify the mistake, pledged enough 
to carry on the work until August 


15, 1921.

Governor Hardwick in his mess- 
age: intimated—or so it was con- 
strued—that this department might 
well be abolished.

HEALTH TALKS |

BRONCHITIS FROM SINUSITIS. 


Old Doctor Bunkem’s almanacs 
and that widely read biographical 
work “Letters of a Simp” have fa- 
nilarized the public with the situa- 
tion of the bronchial tubes and the 
very profitable delusion that these 
tubes arewomehow susceptible to all 
varieties of season, climate and 
weather. But very few people know 
what a @nus is. In the first place 
it requires fair intelligence to com- 
prehend that there is such a thin 
as a sinus in the human body—an 
so Dr. Bunkem never mentioned it 
in his almanacs. Say what you will 
of -the' business of separating the 
simp from his change by the facile 
process of suggesting a bunch of 
Symptome for him and then giving 
him a fake “guarantee” to cure, 
there’s no denying that the Bunk- 
ems know their clientele. 

In every case of chronic or long 
enduring cough, especially when 
there is considerable expectoration 
mornings, the first thing to do is 
find out whether the trouble is tu- 
berculosig—which can be determined 
only by careful, perhaps many re- 
peated examinations of the chest 
with all clothing removed to the 
waist. To await the finding of tu- 
bercle bacilli in the sputum is to 
procrastinate unwisély, for lung tu- 
berculosis should be diagnosed icng 
before the germs can be found, in 
&@ great many cases. 

The next thing to do, if tuberculo- 
sis is positively excluded, is find 
out the etate of the accessory sin- 
uses of the nose. I am speaking 
now of chronic bronchitis, long en- 
during cough. There are fowr pairs 
of sinuses or air-spaces in the skull 
communicating with the nasal cav- 
ity and lined with mucous membrane 
like the lining of the nasal cavity 
and subject to similar inflamma- 
tions and infections of that mem- 
brane. Any so-called “head cold” 
Which fails to clear up completely 
within two weeks is probably pro- 
longed by a coéOmplicating infection 
of one of these sinuses; particular- 
ly when the attack is accompanied 
by pronounced headaches or “neu- 
ralgia,’”’ or when there is a periodic 
excessive naeal discharge in the 
course of the trouble. 

Many French soldiers who were 
supposed to have tuberculosis were 
found, on careful examination, to 
have cough and bronchitis from a 
sinus infection. Most of them got 
well soon after the sinus infection 
was remedied. 

Children with trouble in tHe nose, 
sinuses or adenoid region are pretty 
sure to have more or less cough and 
are often unsuccessfully treated for 


bronchitis without regard for the 
real origin of the trouble. Every 


ichild with a persistent cough shoulld 
‘+be given a careful nose and throat 


examination and proper treatment 
for abnormal conditions found 
therein. 

In some cases of chronic bron- 
chitis and cough found to be depend- 
ent on nasal sinue infections, the 
patients declare they have had no 
nasal discharge, no head pain and 
no other symptom pointing toward 
nasal sinus infection and its. treat- 
ment brings relief. 

Victims of chronic bronchitis need 
waste no time looking in bottles or 
boxes for a possible cure. Nor need 
they chase the will-o-the-wisp cli- 
mate, so far as any question of cure 
ig concerned. But they do need 
careful medica] examinations and 
study to seek the origin of their 
trouble. 


BOND COMMISSION 
PLANNING SCHOOL 
SYSTEM SURVEY 


One of the principa! topics dis- 
cussed by the Atlanta bond com- 
mission which met Tuesday morn- 
ing was the proposed expert survey 
of the school system, as an aid to 
the most intelligent spending of the 
schoo]’s quota of $4,000,000 of the 
$8,850,000 bond issue. 

Experts will be procured, it is 
expected, from one of the following 
agencies: The United States bureau 
of education, the Carnegie founda- 
tion, the Rugsell Sage foundation, 
the Rockefeller foundation, the Uni- 
versity of a or the general 
educational board. 

This phase of the work is being 
pushed jn anticipation that the state 
supreme court will hand down a fa- 
vorable decision determining the 
bond jssue as valid, 

There were a number of favor- 
able committee reports on differ- 
ent portions of the commission's 
work. 


NEW CABLE MONEY 
SERVICE TO EUROPE 
TO BEGIN JULY 15 


Direct money transfer service to 
foreign countries has been resumed, 
according to a letter being sent 
out by the Western Union company. 
Transfers to Austria, Hungary, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Rumania and Bul- 
garia will go into effect July 15. 

This service will be  supple- 
mentary to the present direct cable 


money transfers to France, Great 
Britain and other foreign countries. 
It is claimed to be on an entirely 
new basis in that the remittance 
will be paid in United States legal 
tender. In other words, $100 sent 
to a resident of Austria will be paid 
in United States currency instead 
of the equivalent amount of kronen 
as is usually the case in foreign 
countries. 


ARGENTINA SEEKS 
U.S. LOAN TO MAKE 
EXCHANGE EASIER 


Buenos Aires, July 12.—The Amer- 
ican Chamber of Commerce will 
take up with American financiers, 
the feasibility of adopting a scheme 
proposed by Carlos Tornquist, bank- 
er of this city, for remedying the 
exchange situation through a new 
American loan, 

It is Tornquists’ plan to ask the 
War Finance corporation or the fed- 
eral reserve board to advance $50,- 


000,000 to Argentine importers of 
American goods, on the credit of the 
American exporters. Such a loan 
would cover two or three years, and 
would be used to pay for new goods 
or those already here. 

Discussion among the American 
business men in Buenos Aires has 
developed that there is a great re- 
duction in the amount of unaccepted 
textiles and automdbiles held at the 
Argentine customs house and there 
is senate a feeling of op- 
timism and relief, especially among 
textile importers.

Superintendents of the most suc- 
cessful school systems heartily en- 
dorse this department. which they 
claim is one of the most valuable 
in the school curriculum. Jeremiah 
Rhodes, superintendent of Pasadena, 
Cal., schools, states that with- 
out question they are getting 
greater returns from this instiftu- 
tion than from any other single de- 
partment In the school work.

FIGHT 1S PLANNED 
ON MANSION SALE 


As a counter move to Governor 
Thomas W. Hardwick’s plans to ex- 
change the executive mansion and 
apply the additional fund obtained 
in the transaction to the bonded in- 
debtedness of the state, the Bibb 
county delegation, supporting the 
program of the Macon Capital Re- 
moval association, will introduce a 
resolution in the house this morn- 
ing providing for the lease of a 
suitable home for the chcief execu- 
tive. 

The measure provides that a sum 
not to exceed $5,000 a year for a 
period of twety-four months be 
appropriated to secure the residence 
the governor may select, while no 
provision ig made for disvosition of 
the mansion. 

This move will follow that of the 
public properties committee, which 
inspected the mansion Tuesday and 
will report a recommendation that 
it is a suitable place in which to live 
and that $5.000 be appropriated to 
paint it and make repairs. 

Governor Urges Sale. 

In his message, which was read 
to both branches of the general 
assembly Tuesday, Governor Hard- 
wick urged the legislators to pro- 
vide for the immediate sale of the 
mansion, and deciared that its dis- 
posal had no connection with the 
capital removal issue. He quoted 
Governors Slaton, Harris and Dor- 
ar as making the same recommen- 
ation.

Georgia Capital Removal associa- 
tion.” reads tne message. “That or- 
ganization. in a communication dat-

If the real 
estate. holdings of the state in the 
citv of Atlanta are decreased in 
value, it is difficult for me to see 
how that would unfavorably affect 
the cause of capital removal. If the 
bonded debt of the state Is. reduced 
by $359.000. byw the exchange of 
properties herein recommended. 
surely due account of that fact and 
due allowance for {it could be made 
by the people, if the question of 
capital removal were presented 
them, and it would certainly be eas- 
ler to sell a piece of residence prop- 
erty in Atlanta worth $100,000 or 
less, than it is to sell the present 
mansion Iot at its value, approx- 
imately $500.000.
